This is the closing issue of 
volume seven of the Evangel. 
What has been accomplish- 
ed by this little sheet during 
the past seven years eternity 
will only reveal. It cannot 
all be told now. But it isa 
pleasure to reflect over the 
paefand'c«'l to mind someof 
the good things accomplished, 
so that we know it has not 
been published entirely in 
Vail. 

Seven years ago there was 
no such thing asthe Church 
of God Evangel. At the As- 
sembly in January 1910 there 
was a committee appointedto 
publish a paper to represent 
the Church of God. This 
committee set about to find 
an editor and manager, anda 
plan to meet expenses. Aft- 
er days of counsel and con- 
sideration the plans were 
completed, the first issue of 
the first volume made its ap- 


perance on the first day of 


March 1910. 
In the beginningthere were 


no subscriptions, and no mon- 
ey. 
It was largely a venture of 
faith, Wedid. not know 
whether anybody wanted 
such a paper, except the few 
that spoke it into existence at 
the Assembly. Butithas had 
a marvelous growth. Dur- 
ing the past year the circula- 
tion reached seven thousand, 
and the little fellow not quite 
seven years of age. 


To recount some of the 
blessings that have been car- 
ried to people through this 
medium may not seem too 
egotistical. According totes- 
timonies that have been vol- 
unteered it has had its place 
in bringing comfort and hap- 
piness to many homes. Some 
who were sick have laid the 
little messenger of peace on 
their breast, when it came 
fresh from the mails, and 
were healed instantly. Not 
a few have been blest other 
ways. Some have beensav- 
ed from their sins under its 
influence. Some have been 
led into the light of holiness, 
others have been convinced

of the teaching concerning 
the baptism of Holy Ghost 
and speaking in other tongues 
as the evidence.

It 
is without competition in its 
class, bebause it is the only 
one of its class. 


But now the last issue of 
volume seven is going,—go- 
ing,—gone! And it will nev- 
er again be _ reproduced. 
Gone forever, but its memory 
will linger still, and we trust 
its good influence will never 
die. And now we pass from 
the old to the new. We

Even if the evangelist is 
wonderfully successful in re- 
vival work, there is need for 
a good man to hold things to- 
gether and carry on the work 
after he is goneto other fields,

Our pastors might increase 
their usefulness very much 
by a little more careful study 
and closer applicationto their 
work. For their special ben- 
efit this article is written. 

A successful pastor is a 
man of much prayer. Every 
department of his work is 
backed by prayer. His pri- 
vate devotions, his house to 


house ~ Fisitations, the sick, 


and all public services fur- 
nish a fruitful field for the ex- 
ercise of his soul in faithful 
earnest prayer. If he is short 
in his prayer life, all of his 
service will be lacking and 
ineffective, a man who knows 
how, and does pray through 
everything will succeed. 


A pastor is also a_ student 
of the Word of God. There 
are many things he should 
know, but above all his Bible. 
This is his weapon of offense 
and defense, and should ever 
be the “man of his counsel.” 
It is food to his own soul, it is 
the bread of life which he is 
to give out to the children of 
God, and it is the feast he is 
to offer to hungry souls. It 
is the staff to be given the 
weary, the light for those in 
darkness, itis neededon all 
occasions. 


A pastor should _ visit his 
members in their homes, not 
to talk abouc the other mem- 
bers, but to help them spirit- 
ually, and get closer to them 
for a more hearty co-opera- 
tion in the service of the Lord. 
Do not be partial, but visit all 
as far as possible occasional- 
y, and make yourself felt in 
tiieir homes as a_ spiritual 
force, and sometimes there 
are those who are not mem- 
bers of your chnrch who 
should be visited. Keep your 
eyes open and when you see 
an open door enter it with 
the message of full salvation. 
There are many who can be 
very favorably impressed by 
alittle visit and a personal 
effort to reach them. 

A pastor should not only 
try to keep his flock together, 
but try in all possible ways to 
win the unsaved, a lively

size this thought, it is not ex- 
pected of pastor or member:

possible. There are many 
little things in the lives of 
some that have a_ tendency 
to drive souls away, these 
should be put aside, and we 
should endeavor to use such 
words, spirit and manner as 
that will win, and not repel 
or drive away those whcm 
Jesus died to save. 

A pastor should central his 
own children. In the first 
place this is necessary for 
their own salvation, and then 
that his usefulness may not 
be destroyed. We arecom- 
pelled to acknowledge that 
it is no easy talk to bring up 
children tor God in these 
trying days. But we won- 
der why some do not make 
a greater effort in that direc- 
tion than they do, just a little 
parental authority properly 
exercised would work won- 
ders in some cases we are 


sure. Let us not over look 
this point. It is an impor- 
tant one. 


A pastor, should not be a 
man full of prejudices and 
self-will, ready to “jump 
rough-shod” into other peo- 
ple, but he should be able to 
control himself and his con- 
versation under all provoca- 
tions, even answering slowly 
and calmly and with gentle 
love under the most trying 
circumstances. Sometimes 
the expression onthe face 
alone, in a heated discussion 
would disprove all your for- 
mer testimonies and _profes- 
sion of perfect leve and the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost.
